27. (new) A toilet cleaning tool for use with a swab having a head-receiving pocket, the tool 
comprising a handle and a cleaning head operatively connected to the handle, the cleaning head 
comprising complementary head sections moveable widi respect to one another between 

a loading position in which the head sections are generally aligned for insertion of the 
cleaning head into the head-receiving pocket of the flushable swab, and alternatively betiveen 

a use position in which the head sections are at least partially separated from one another 
in a first direction to expand the cleaning head Inside the head-recdving pocket for holding the 
swab on the head, and 

an unloading position in which the head sections move apart in a second direction 
different ftom Ihe first direction to expand the cleaning head at least partiaUy outside the head- 
receiving pocket for removing the swab from the cleaning head.
